If then it be not the Intereft of the Di/- 


fenters to dif-poffefs the Church, and if —

And this is fo rational, that it really 
furnifhes the fame Emiffaries of Strife, with 
a handle to the weaker Brethren on~t’other 
fide, Viz.

hand, fhalt form a Treaty of Coalition con-

2dly, That each Kingdom fettle the E-

Produce is interiour to the thing producing. 

Whenever the Parliament of 57 isin (hall 
therefore infra& the Union, it blows up its 
own Foundation, and by Confequence de- 
ftroys it felf; *ris no more a Parliament of 
Britain, that Power being diflulved, upon 
which only it obtain’d its Authority, and 
all the reft muft be Tyranny, Inovafion, and. 
Opreffion.
